GLOVES 


Materials.—2 ozs. of Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or ‘Margarette’ 4-Ply Wool, 1. Set 
of No. 12 Knitting Needles. 


Abbreviations.—K.—Knit. P.—Purl. Tog. 
—Together. Inc.—Increase. Dec.—Decrease. 
Con.—Continue. St.—Stitch. St. st.— 
Stocking stitch. 


Cast on 60 sts. (20, 20, 20), K. in rib of 
K.2, P.2 for 3 inches, K. 6 rounds plain. 

Next round.—K.l, inc. once in next 
2 sts., K. rest of round plain, K.2 rounds 
plain. 

Next round.—K.l, inc. once in next st., 
K.2, inc. once in next st., K. rest of round 
plain. K. 2 rounds plain. 

Continue in this way, working 2 sts. extra 
between the increases on every 3rd round 
until there are 74 sts. on the needles. 

Next round.—K.l, slip the next 16 sts. 
on to spare piece of wool. Cast on 6 sts. and 
K. rest of round plain. K. in plain, knitting 
--for 17ag. follawa 


1st FINGER.—K. 9 sts. from beginning 
of round, put remaining sts. except last 9 
of round on a piece of wool and leave. Cast 
on 3 sts. and K. other 9 sts., divide on three 
needles (7 sts. on each), K. on these 21 sts. 
for 26 rounds. Then shape top of finger, 
* K.l, K.2 tog, repeat from * for rest of 


round, K. one round plain. Repeat these 
two rounds twice, break off wool, leaving 
an end long enough to draw through re¬ 
maining sts. and pull tight, fasten off. 

2nd FINGER.—K. the next 8 sts. from 
piece of wool, cast on 2, K. last 8 sts. from 
piece of wool, then pick up 3 sts. where the 
sts. were cast on for 1st finger. Divide these 
sts. the same as for 1st finger and K. for 29 
rounds, finish the same as for 1st finger. 

3rd FINGER.—Work the same as the 
second, only K.26 round before shaping 
finger. 

4th FINGER.—K. the remaining sts. 
(14) and pick up 3 sts. where the sts. were 
cast on for the 3rd finger, divide on 3 
needles (5, 6, 6) and K. for 22,jounds, shape 
same as other fingers. 

THUMB—Pick up 16 sts. from spare 
piece of wool and place on two needles. 
Pick up 8 sts. along edge of cast on 6, K. on 
these 24 sts. for 18 rounds, then finish as 
for fingers --- 

LEFT GLOVE.—Work the same as for 


right glove until you reach the fingers. Then 
K. the last 9 sts. of round and first 9 sts. of 
next round and cast on 3 sts. Put re¬ 
maining sts. on piece of wool, K. fingers as 
for other glove. 

Press with a damp cloth. 


BALACLAVA HELMET 


Materials.—2 ozs. of Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or ‘Margarette’ 4-Ply, 1 Set of No. 8 
Pins, and 1 Pair No. 6 Pins. 

With No. 8 pins cast on 120 sts. (40, 40, 
40) and K. in rib of K.2, P.2 for 5| inches. 

Next round.—1st pin K. in rib and leave 
on spare needle. Change to No. 6 needles 
and K. right across the remaining sts. K. 
these 80 sts. in St. st. (1 row plain, 1 row 
purl) for 34 rows. Then shape head as 
follows: — 

Next row. — K.50, K.2 tog., K.l, turn. 


Next row.—P.22, P.2 tog., P.l. 

Next row.—K.22, K.2 tog., K.l. 

Repeat the last 2 rows until there are 24 
sts. left on needle. 

Next row.—K.24, pick up 34 down side 
of helmet, rib sts. from spare needle, then 
pick up 34 up other side of helmet, K. 12 
sts. from 1st needle. With No. 8 needles K. 
in rib of K.2, P.2 for 6 rounds. Cast off 
in rib. 


Press lightly on wrong side with damp 
cloth and warm iron.

INSIST ON MAYGROVE’S WOOLS AS STATED 


GENT’S PULLOVER 


SHAPE FOR SHOULDER AS FOL¬ 
LOWS.—1st row. Work to within last 8 
sts., turn. 

2nd Row.—P. to the last 8 sts., turn. 

3rd Row.—K. to the last 16 sts., turn. 

4th Row.—P. to the last 16 sts., turn. 

5th Row.—K. to the last 24 sts., turn. 

6th Row.—P. to the last 24 sts., turn. 

7th Row.—K. to the end of row. 

8th Row.—Cast off 24 sts., P. 42 sts., 
cast off 24 sts. Sew up shoulder seams. 

Neck-band.—Using the No. 11 needles 
with the right side of work facing, join in 
the wool and knit up 32 sts. evenly along 
the left side of neck, knit across the sts. 
left on stitch-holder, knit up 32 sts. evenly 
along the right side of the neck, knit across 
the sts. of the back (there should now be 
128 sts. in all). Rib in K.l, P.l for eight 
rounds, cast off loosely in rib. 

Sleeves.—With No. 11 needles cast on 
rs sts Knit in rib K.J, PA fn^2&™w°- 

30th Row.—* K.l, P.l twice. Inc. once in 
the next st. knitways, P.l, K.l twice. Inc. 
once in next st. purlways, * repeat to the 
end (57 sts.). 

Continue in St. st. on No. 9 needles, in¬ 
creasing each end of needle every 6th row 
until there are 89 sts. on the needle. Con¬ 
tinue without inc. until the sleeve measures 
19 ins. Cast off 2 stitches at the beginning 
of the next 4 rows and then K.2 tog at each 
end of needle every row until 23 sts. re¬ 
main. Cast off. 


Materials.—9 ozs. Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or ‘Margarette’ 4-Ply Wool, 1 Pair 
No. 9 and 1 Set No. 11 Needles. 
Measurements.—Length from top of 
shoulder, 19£ ins. Width all round under¬ 
arm, 36 ins. Length of sleeve under arm, 
19 ins. 

Front.—No. 11 needles, cast on 104 sts. 
K. in rib of K.l, P.l for 29 rows. 

30th Row.—* K.l, P.l three times, inc. 
once in the next st. knitways, P.l, K.l three 
times, inc. once in next st. purlways, * re¬ 
peat to the end (118 sts.). Change to No. 9 
needles. 

Continue to work on these sts. in St. st. 
(1 row plain, 1 row purl) until work meas¬ 
ures 12J ins. 

SHAPE ARMHOLES.—Continue in St. 
st. and cast off 10 sts. beginning of next 
two rows. Dec. one st. at each end of 
needle on next and every alternate row 
until 90 sts. remain. Work 17 rows in St. 
st. without shaping. 

—- i n " n ext row ILSi^ 'K.^-WogU K.T,' turn: 
Continue on these 33 sts., decreasing once 
at the neck edge in every alternate row 
until 24 sts. remain. Work 12 rows with¬ 
out shaping. 

SHAPE FOR SHOULDER AS FOL¬ 
LOWS.—1st row. P. to the last 8 sts., turn. 

2nd Row.—K. to the end. 

3rd Row.—P. to last 16 sts., turn. 

4th Row.—K. to the end. Cast off. 

Continuing where the 56 sts. were left, 
slip the next 22 sts. on to a stitch holder, 
join in the wool, and continue on the re¬ 
maining 34 sts. to match other side. 

Back.—Work exactly as given for the 
front until 90 sts. remain. Work 46 rows 
without shaping. 


TO MAKE UP THE PULLOVER.— 
With a damp cloth and hot iron press care¬ 
fully. Sew in the sleeves. Sew up side and 
sleeve seams. 


WRISTLETS 

Materials.—1 oz. of Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or ‘Margarette’ 4-Ply Wool, 1 Set 
of No. 12 Pins. 

Cast on 60 sts. (20, 20, 20) and K. in rib 
of K.2, P.2 for 4 inches. Cast off in rib.

SOCKS 


Materials.—3 ozs. of Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or 4-Ply Wool, 1 Set of No. 12 

Pins. 

Cast on 72 sts. (24, 24, 24) and K. in 
rib of K.2, P.2, for 4 inches, then change 
to K.3, P.l and K. in this rib for 1^ inches. 

LEG SHAPING.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, 
P.S.S.O., K. in pattern for rest of round 
until 4 sts. remain., K.2 tog., K.l, P.l. 

K. 6 more rows, keeping to pattern with¬ 
out decreasing. Repeat these 7 rounds 3 
times. There should now be 64 sts. left. 

Continue on 64 sts. (keeping to pattern) 
until the leg measures 11 inches from the 
beginning. 

HEEL FLAP.—K.l6 from 1st needle, 
turn and P.16, then 17 from 3rd needle. 
Continue on these 33 sts. in St. st. for 26 
rows, slipping the 1st sts. on each needle. 

TO TURN HEEL.—1st row. P.20, P.2 
dog., turn. 

2nd Row.—K.8, K.2 tog., turn. 

3rd Row.—P.8, P.2 tog., turn. 


Repeat these last 2 rows until 9 sts. re¬ 
main. Pick up 15 sts. down side of heel, rib 
in K.3, P.l across 31 sts. of instep. Pick 
up 15 sts. other side of heel and K.4 from 
1st needle. 

Next round.—K. 1st needle plain, 2nd 
needle in rib, 3rd needle plain. 

Next round.—1st needle. K. to within 
3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 2nd Needle.—Rib. 
3rd Needle.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, P.S.S.O. Re¬ 
peat these 2 rounds until there are 62 sts. 
on the needles. Continue without further 
decreasing (keeping the 1st and 3rd needles 
plain and the 2nd needle rib) until work 
measures 6-j- inches from heel flap. 

SHAPE TOE AS FOLLOWS.—1st 
needle. K. to within 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 
2nd Needle.—K.l, slip 1, K.l, P.S.S.O., K. 
to within 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 3rd Needle. 
—K.l, slip 1, K.l, P.S.S.O. K. to the end 
of round. 

Next round.—K. plain. Repeat these 2 
rounds until 22 sts. remain. Graft sts. to¬ 
gether. Work another sock in the same 
way. 


MITTENS 


Materials.—2 ozs. of Maygrove’s ‘Marvel- 
ette’ or ‘Margarette’ 4-Ply Wool, 1 Set 
of No. 12 Needles. 

Cast on 60 sts. (20, 20, 20). K. in rib of 
K.2, P.2 for 3 inches. K. 6 rounds plain. 

Next round.—K.l, inc. once in next 2 
sts., K. rest of round in plain. K. 2 rounds 
plain. 

Next round.:—K.l, inc. once in next st., 
K.2, inc. once in next st., K. rest of round 
in plain. 

Continue in this way, working 2 sts. extra 


between the increases on every 3rd found ^ 
until there are 74 sts. on the needles. 

Next round.—K.l, slip the next 16 sts. 
on to spare piece of wool. Cast on 6 sts. 
and K. rest of round plain. Continue on 
these 64 sts. for 14 more rounds, then K. 

10 rounds of K.2, P.2. Cast off. 

THUMB.—Pick up 16 sts. from spare 
wool and place on 2 needles. Pick up 8 sts. 
along edge of the cast on 6. K. 10 rounds 
in plain knitting and 7 rounds of K.2, P.2. 

Cast off. Work another mitten in the same 
way.
